The rumour was initiated by 
the Treasury Board of Québec, 
according to Denis Guindon, 
Secretary of Social and 
Economic Affairs at RAEU 
(Rassemblement des Associa- 
tions Etudiantes Universitaires). 

Pete Wheeland, Secretary of 
Information at ANEQ 
(Association Nationale des 
Etudiants-es du Québec), ex- 
plained, "this leak of informa- 
tion may have happened to test 
public opinion". 

However Guindon said, "it is 
not in the interest of the PQ 
government to officially an- 
nounce these increases, because 
of all the recent strikes that oc- 
curred in the educational 
system. 

"The Québec government 
wants to increase the tuition 
fees to balance the provincial 
deficit," Guindon said. 

Bursary and loan budgets 
should be readjusted to meet the 
students' financial needs in ac- 
cordance with these increases, 
he added. 

However, there is currently a 
problem with bursaries and 
loans. According to Guindon, 
"often, the tuition increase is 
not at all proportionnai to the 
loans. The students then 
become more and more in- 
debted". 

Wheeland also noted that 
"not only should the money in

Approximately 150 people 
chanting '.'yesterday Grenada, 
then Nicaragua, then Canada," 
and "Yankee go home", 
demonstrated against the 
American invasion of Grenada 
last Friday afternoon outside 
the American Consulate at 
Complexe Desjardins. 

The group demonstrated 
peacefully yet their chants held 
an undercurrent of violence. 

The demonstration was 
organised by a coalition against 
U.S. intervention in Grenada, 
Central America, Phillipines, El 
Salvador, Uruguay, Argentina, 
Chile and Ireland. 

Coalition representative 
David Villavera said "wc expect 



the primary effect of the 
demonstration to be education 
of the public. This was an illegal 
intervention." 

A member of the U.S. con- 
sulate wandered into the fray 
and when asked what he 
thought of the American in- 
tervention, he said, "I can't 
really say. I haven't had any in- 
formation on the matter — all 
we do is issue visas." 

Some American students 
passed, identifiable by their ac- 
cents, and commented "If it 
weren't for the Americans, you 
wouldn't be here." 

According to Villavera, there 
will be a daily picket line during 
business hours outside Com- 
plexe Desjardins beginning 
Monday.

Oc- 
cupants of the house were also 
informed that their home had 
been under surveillance and that 
their telephone had been tap- 
ped. 

Crosbie opened the interview 
by saying, "this phone is ob- 
viously tapped. She said she was 
subjected to further harass- 
ment following the raid. 

"When they arrested me, 
they drove me around for an 
hour and pressed me for infor- 
mation about the people I'm liv- 
ing with. One of the men that 
lived in our house was in the 
(Vancouver) Five support 
group. If he had anything to 
hide, he wouldn't have been so 
open about his involvement. 

"They (the police) have also 
written a false confession that 
says I performed an abortion." 

Crosbie said the police also 
issued a false statement of their 
side of the dialogue. 

Aside from the strangeness of 
her initial arrest, Crosbie's case 
is complicated by her profes- 
sion. She is a registered nurse 
and a midwife. According to 
her, that was the only 
underground activity occuring 
in the house. Others have said 
they knew Crosbie was perfor- 
ming abortions as well. 

Although Crosbie sees the 
issues of midwifery and abor- 
tion as interconnected — that is, 
both concern women's rights to 
have control over their bodies 
— other activists in Toronto do 
not. 

The Ontario Coalition for 



Abortion Clinics (OCAQ has 
not publicly supported Crosbie. 
The coalition is presently strug- 
gling to legalize private abortion 
clinics and feels association with 
Crosbie would retard their ef- 
forts. 

Norma Scarborough, na- 
tional president of CARAL (the 
Canadian Association for the 
Repeal of Abortion Laws) said 
CARAL could not, openly sup- 
port Crosbie. 

"Our problem with it was 
that we are fighting for frce- 
' standing abortion clinics while 
she was doing what she called 
pre-menstrual extraction on her 
own. She was obviously well- 
qualified but that is our con- 
cern." 

Scarborough claimed shock 
at Crosbie's naivete. 
"Colleen is politically aware 



but she is not an activist. She 
should have known the house 
was watched." 

"Police found stuff in the 
house in the room where the 
procedure was performed." 

Aside from the abortion 
charges, midwifery is illegal in 
Canada, and the seven midwifes 
practicing in Toronto do so 
secretly.

us to destruction," said one 
delegate. 

He urged the Liberals to go 
down fighting for what they 
really believe in. But despite op- 
position to the Liberal govern- 
ment's policy on cruise missile 
testing, defense minister Jean- 
Jacques Biais said in an inter- 
view Canada is testing the 
missile "because wc want to" 
and not because of U.S. 
pressure. 



Biais said the policy had forc- 
ed the Soviet Union back to the 
negotiating table in Geneva. 

"When you negotiate with 
the Russians, you have to do so 
from a position of strength," he 
said. 

During the interview and 
when he addressed a poliy 
workshop, Biais confused the 
SALT I negotiations of the late 
1960's and early 1970's with the 
START talks proposed by 
Reagan as a replacement for

WATERLOO, ONT. — The 
McGill Redmen hockey team 
appear to have blossomed from 
pretenders into real contenders 
after participating at the 
• University of Waterloo Hockey 
Tournament last week. 

During the opening round, 
McGill dumped the Wat- erloo 
Warriors 6-2 in a game that was 
owned by the Red and White 
from the opening whistle to the 
final buzzer. 

McGill outshot Waterloo 
43-28, led by freshman Alain 
Robichaud's three-goal perfor- 
mance. 

The Redmen took a 4-2 first- 
period lead on two goals by 
Robichaud and singles by Dave 
Ducharmc and Mark Reade, 
outshooting the Warriors 19-5. 
After a scoreless second period, 
McGill trampled the Warriors 
with third period goals by 
Robichaud and Alan 'The 
'Crow' Crawford. 

The Crow's goal, a short- 
handed effort, was actually il- 
legal: McGill had had two men 
in the penalty-box before receiv- 
ing a third penalty which meant 
that the first player couldn't 
leave until a stoppage in play. 



"Not so", said McGill rookie 
Mike Babcock to the penalty- 
timekeepers, two Waterloo 
football players who were work- 
ing their first hockey game ever. 

They both agreed, sending 
Réal Paiement out of the box 
just seconds before Crawford's 
goal and nobody seemed to 
realize the error. 

"You have to take what you 
can get", explained Babcock 
after the game. 

The victory pitted McGill 
against the Wilfred Laurier 
University Golden Hawks 
(WLU) in the Championship 
Game the next day. 

WLU are the defending On- 
tario University Champions 
after upsetting last year's 
powerful U of Toronto Blues. 

The smaller Redmen team 
looked like easy prey for the 
mammoth Hawks but 
nonetheless, they put forth a 
great effort in a tough 4-3 set- 
back. 

WLU opened the scoring but 
McGill countered with 3 con- 
secutive goals by Robichaud 
(his 12th), Brad Field (short- 
handed) and rookie Mark 
Reade.

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McGill service employeës strike: 



Them is us 

The McGill maintenance workers were on strike last week, and probably will be 
again before their contract is settled. A likely student response: "Another strike? 
This is a period of economic restraint — they should be happy they have jobs! 

A knee-jerk reaction to any situation is foolish and ignorant. We must examine 
the issues carefully before making the usual assumptions: all unions are dangerous, 
strikes are an unreasonable response to labour disputes, the maintenance workers 
are greedy and inconsiderate, it isn't our problem anyway, etc., etc. 

Scrutinise the situation on this campus, and we uncover three essential facts: 
•The workers have been left no alternative but to strike. 
•The administration is- behaving irresponsibly — toward the maintenance 
employees, but also toward students. 

•This situation is not an isolated one; what is being demanded of the employees, 
that they give more for less in return, is and will happen to all of us who study or 
work at McGill unless we do something about it. Fast. 



It is a common assumption that the blame for a strike falls on those who are 
striking. In this situation, that is a position which is difficult to support. 

As the McGill unit of the Service Employees Union (SEU), part of the Common 
Front of university sector unions, the maintenance workers are negotiating with 
the Conference of Rectors and Principals of Québec Universities (CREPUQ). As a 
local, they are negotiating with the McGill administration. And they are being at- 
tacked on both sides. 

The CREPUQ is offering the unions less than the status quo on a number ot 
issues. The unions arc expected to accept a contract which eliminates workers 
rights on classifications, job descriptions, and movement of personnel. For the 
first three months of 1983, the Québec government cut workers* salaries by 20 per- - 
cent, and wages are to remain frozen below 1982 levels for the rest of the year. Fur- 
ther, workers are expected to accept another 1 .5 per cent-drop in real wages m 1984 
and the same again in 1985. Essentially, maintenance workers at universities across 
Québec are expected to agree to a contract which demands that they do the work of 
more than one person, that they are available to do one job one day and another 
the next, and that they do so for less pay. 

The unions, in response, ask only for what they have received in the past - not 
for improved working conditions, not for an increase in wages, only the status 

Q "m the same time, McGill maintenance workers must confront an administration 
which refuses to negotiate any local issues until all other issues are settled at the 
sectorial level, thus further delaying a settlement. They,, unlike any other 
employees involved in this strike, are picketing on a campus which remains open. 
While on strike, some of their duties are being fulfilled nonetheless. Every time a 
building is opened which Is usually unlocked by a striking maintenance worker, the 
University is scabbing — now illegal in this province. 

The McGill administration is exhibiting their contempt for the workers right to 
strike — this is a legal strike — but the students are receiving as much respect from 
the administration as the maintenance workers. In order for us to respect the picket 
lines, we must risk falling behind in our academic work, missing important labs 
and exams, and possibly failing our courses. The University guarantees us nothing 
if we boycott our classes during a strike. Professors are protected, but we must 
wait for recommendations by an ad hoc Senate Committee, established more than 
two years ago, which essentially no longer exists. Ah, the ideologues of collegiality 

St Thelssues involved here are more than just those which apply to this strike; they 
are part of a larger picture, and have serious ramifications for all of us. 

While the members of the SEU are expected to work more for lower wages, pro- 
fessors are given the same expectaUons. Vacant faculty positions are not being fill- 
ed, so that professors are expected to teach classes of 700 students, classes which 
ten years ago had less than half that number; professors are no longer teaching, 
they're performing. At the same time, because it is cheaper to hire a tutorial assis- 
tant, T.A.'s are assuming many of the duties that full professors once performed, 
offering students teaching of a lower quality, and robbing professors of full 
employment. . . , , * 

For students, the worst is yet to come. We all know that our education is less 
than it once was — enormous classes, restrictive library hours, a smaller selection 
of courses have made that clear. However, it seems that we will soon be expected to 
pay higher tuitions fees (foreign students are already paying more than 300 per cent 
more than they were three years ago). We too, shall be giving more for less in 
return. 

What is the solution? There isn't one, really — at least, not one that offers an 
immediate remedy. One thing is certain; the answer is not to sit back and watch it 
happen. It would be nice if everyone on this campus cared that the maintenance 
workers are being robbed, but perhaps that is too much to expect. However, if 
nothing else, self-interest demands that we act. 

Ask your professors to cancel classes. If at all possible, don't cross the picket 
lines — join them. Talk to your friends and classmates about the issues. Join the 
strike support committee. • •' • 

When this strike ends, the issues won't die. And if we wait for the boot to des- 
cend on our faces, we may not be able to speak for the heel in our mouths.

We welcome the proposed high level 
investigation of ISA by the Students' 
Society. Amalia Martinez is the im- 
mediate past president of ISA and we 
are trying our best to follow the 
wonderful lead given by her last year. 
But I have a few explanations to make 
and questions to ask of those who have 
shown their personal concern in the 
functioning of ISA and its objectives. 

The existence of ISA at McGill 
University was not an exception to this 
tradition. But I am afraid that the 
President of the Students* Society, Mr. 
Bruce Hicks with his creative ex- 
ecutives named as VP Internal, Miss 
Lisette Noodelman, and VP Finance, 
Mr. Paul Reilly — which constitutes 
the JMC as well — seem to have 
become the "terror" among the group 
activities on campus, and might suc- 
ceed in making an exception to that 
tradition. No wonder they^will finish 
ISA. 

Now I would like to put some ques- 
tions to student leaders, first I shall 
start with the President, Mr. Bruce 
Hicks. 

Mr. President terms ISA an age-old 
dilemna. What does it mean needs to 
be explained. It sounds as though he 
was never happy at ISA being in ex- 
istence, but I wonder why he approved 
the Constitution of ISA last year as VP 
Internal and never spoke against 
anything on ISA. As President, he was 
duty-bound to let the ISA Executive 
know what he felt about ISA and give 
his suggestions, if any. 

I shall address my second question to 
VP Internal Miss Noodelman, who has 



issued a very misleading statement and 
is legally liable for the damages caused 
to the ISA.

A new name for 
an old game 



This is the third part of a series 
on Canada's proposed Civilian 
Security Agency — Bill C-U57.

Power tends to corrupt; ab- 
solute power corrupts absolute- 
ly. 

Lord Acton (1834-1902) 
Controversy over the propos- 
ed security Bill .C-157 has 
resulted in exaggerated 
statements from both sides of 
the issue. Many questions have 
arisen as to the probable effects 
of the bill. 

Will C-157 agency really have 
a new Canadian security policy? 
How will it affect human 
rights? Does it represent less or 
more power of investigation? If 
you've done nothing "wrong", 
could you really have anything 
to fear? 

The 'Bill does not create a 
security service. Canada has 
always had a security in- 
telligence service, only it has 
changed continually in size and 
influence. In 1864 on the eve of 
Confederation, John A. Maq- 
donald set up the first Canadian 
detective ' service to monitor 
events of the American Civil 
War affecting Canadian Securi- 
ty. After the first World War a 
service was established within 
the RCMP. After World War II 
the "Special Branch" of the 
RCMP was organised to keep 
up with the increasing espionage 
activities. In the seventies the 
"Branch" was recognised as ■ 



"National Division" within the 
RCMP with more autonomy in 
order to combat "increasing in- 
cidence of political violence and 
terrorism" and renamed the 
Security Service. 



The federal government 
would like us to forget about 
the Mackenzie Commission on 
Security (1969), the MacDonald 
Commission (1981), on RCMP 
illegal activities, the Keable 



pages divided, into 5 major 
parts. It would amend 10 other 
federal statutes of which the 
most important are Access to 
Information Act, Canadian 
Human Rights Act, Citizenship 
Act, Criminal Code, Official 
Secrets Act and the Privacy Act. 

The immunity given not only 
applies to individuals but also to 
any. group or service, including 
a police force. So when, for ex- 
ample, an office is broken into 
by the new service, they could 
prevent any police or provincial 
investigation by claiming it is an 
affair exclusively within federal 
jurisdiction. The rule initially 
setting down the sanctity of 
privacy of one's home against 
the state would be useless. 

Innocence equals freedom? 

Many of us feel that there is 
little to fear from surveillance if 
we haven't done anything 
wrong. Although the Canadian, 
record for respect of human 
rights is generally impressive, 
we have also had our dark

Commission on RCMP wrong- 
doings (1979), about blowing up 
barns, stealing dynamite and 
Parti-Québécois membership 
lists, breaking into journalists' 
offices, ect...The government 
would like to start from scratch. 
But in fact, it will be generally 
the same employees that run the 
new service. 

Yet investigative powers have 
increased dramatically. Due to 
extremely wide measures of 
discretion left to the Director of 
the proposed service, he is left 
to decide whether acts of his of- 
ficers are illegal (for analysis of 
Law see Daily Sept. 26, 1983). 
This new discretion would pro- 
bably render those covert acts 
"reasonable" and all officers 
could benefit from an immunity 
of criminal or civil actions. 

The vague terms of protec- 
tion, definition and direction 
make this bill an interpretive 
nightmare. Also the complexity 
is intimidating with 74 major 
sections covering 39 printed 



moments. The Japanese intern- 
ment of 1942, the discrimina- 
tion against Jehovah Witnesses, 
Mennonites, Socialists, Indians 
have all been sanctioned by 
governments (federal or provin- 
cial) of Canada. 

In times of crises, political 
currents or even with certain 
fearful leaders, scape-goats are 
often used to satisfy paranoic 
pressures. As we have seen, not 
long ago in the U.S.A., the 
witch-hunts of Macarthyism or 
Nixon's "enemy lists" and dirty 
tricks squads, it is clear inno- 
cent persons can be "framed" 
by unprincipled persons of such 
services. The integrity of a new 
security service would be, if bas- 
ed on good faith alone, con- 
tigent on directory personnel, 
and the mood of the times. 
Increased surveillance expected 

An increase of surveillance of 
domestic and foreign pressure 
groups is to be expected if this 
bill is passed into Law. One of 
the principal reasons behind the 



bill is to legalise "illegal ac- 
tivities" for security agents. The 
government has introduced Bill 
C-157 in order to relieve con- 
straints on the present officers 
of the RCMP. Since they have 
been committing these acts 
when they didn't have the 
legislative power,- one must 
wonder as to these officers' acts 
when they have the legislative 
instrument giving them "carte- 
blanche 'raisonable'". 

Police arms of the state can 
have effective responsibility on- 
ly when their powers are clearly 
defined.^The necessary extraor- 
dinary powers should only be 
allowed in defined outstanding 
circumstances. Offices employ- 
ing these powers in other situa- 
tions should incur both criminal 
and civil liability. 

Absolute discretion is nothing 
less than the power to decide 
what onw wants to decide. And 
to paraphrase Lord Acton, ab- 
solute discretion corrupts ab- 
solutely.

Slaves to our cv s

You .may have seen Adelc 
Schecle on ABC's "Good Mor- 
ning America." She's the 
woman with all the helpful hints 
on preparing Curriculum 
Vitaes, invading the job market 
and making friends in high 
places. She's also the author of 
Skills for Success, which may 
not have been such a great suc- 
cess after all, since she's back 
harping the same time-worn 
tune as before. 

Scheele's newest venture, 
Making College Pay Off, draws 
a line right down the ole student 
body, bissecting it into two 
distinct categories. According 
to Scheele, most students are 
merely "Sustaincrs" while the 
others distinguish themselves as 
"Achievers." 

Scheele believes Sustainers 
operate in the passive mode, 
"continuing the teacher-student 
dichotomy" which later 
transfers to the employer- 
employee relationship. Her 
class of Achievers, on the other 
hand, understands that univer- 
sity is a place for "broadening 



horizons," that college is "the 
safest laboratory of life." 

Scheele's presentation of 
what she calls the '.'Good Stu- 
dent Syndrome" could serve as 
an accurate description of most 
McGill students. We "passive- 
ly" wait for our grades and 
"conform" to group standards. 
She condemns these traits and 
proposes we reach beyond our 
self-imposed, "self-limiting 
boundaries." 

But what's so wrong with 
passivity and conformity? After 
all, safety lies in numbers and 
following the crowd is a proud 
McGill tradition. Scheele is way 
off base blaming students for 
their inactivity. We pay good 
money to follow our studies and 
thus are fully entitled to sit in 
class and stolidly soak up the 
truths streaming from those 
great fountains of wisdom, our 
professors, whom we subsidise 
to put on an entertaining show 
while they surreptitiously try to 
broaden our knowledge. 

Scheele seems blissfully 
unaware that university is just 
another boring rung on the 




social ladder. She urges students 
to take advantage of what she 
sees as a "source of people, 
contacts, minds, power, 
creativity and opportunity." 
Quite a shopping list. 
She also advocates "making 
the .most of student-professor 
relationships" by developing 
close academic ties with a 
"mentor" — a professor one 
adopts as a kind of coach. This 
not only smacks of brown-

nosing, but reveals Scheele's 
fundamental ignorance of how 
overcrowded universities really 
are. 

Scheele believes some advan- 
tage might be drawn from extra- 
curricular activies, like joining a 
club or (gaspl) forming one. 
She seems to think there are 24 
hours in a day. And "voca- 
tional testing," and "career 
counsellors," and making good 



use of term papers and 
projects... 

Doesn't she realise school 
should be boring? 

A fitting reward for daring to 
write such nonsense is an invita- 
tion for Scheele to come deliver 
a lecture at McGill. Nobody 
would go.

Bergman: another masterpiece

Fanny and Alexander, the 
latest film by Ingmar Bergman, 
is a finely textured, deeply in- 
volving piece of 
cinematography. It is fairly long 
(3 1/2 hours) and for the price, 
it delivers substance. Superb 
sets, elegant costumes and an 
ominous musical score are all 
prevalent but best of i 
mystical plot. 

The most obvious theme is 
that one must endure each 
phase of life. Death is domi- 
nant. The passing away of the 
main character's father pro- 
vokes the boy, Alexander, into 
many strange and often Hesse- 
like adventures. As with many 
Herman Hesse plots, religion 
plays a significant role. The 
usually cumbersome device of 
religion as a moral obligation is 
quite entertaining in this film. 

The concept of the evil 
demon manipulating" our souls 
while tempting us with a myriad 
of pursuits is most forcefully 
seen through Alexander. His 



wild and often Satanic imagina- 
tion gets him involved in situa- 
tions too advanced for his inno- 
cent, playful mind. 

Fanny and Alexander is an in- 
tellectual movie involving a 
wide religious scope as well as 
intricately woven characters. 
The construction of each in- 
dividual is so subtle that the 
film appears related to any 
other Bergman film. The viewer 
does not experience the inner 
psyche of each character but 
grows to understand the rela- 
tionships between this enor- 
mous cast. 

The philosophy of the film is 
expressedly clearly at the end 
where a humourous character, 
Alexander's uncle, gives his 
most dramatic speech. He 
declares that people must "be 
intelligible if we are to love or 
hate them." He goes on to ex- 
plain that pain affects all of us. 
Reality is à flimsy concept 
which must not be taken too 
seriously. 



Imagination and fantasy are 
the crux of life, delivering the 
most pleasurable of ex- 
periences. "We must be happy 
while we are happy." This ties 
into the theme that we must 
pass through each phase: death, 
retribution, love and especially 
pain if we are to enjoy the few 
happy moments life has to of- 
fer. 

At the close of the film, this 
same character states that 
disaster may occur but we must 
go on with the act of living. This 
closely applies to Ingmar 
Bergman's Sweden where 
despite all the wars and conflict 
that surround the country, the 
people never get directly involv- 
ed. They continue living their 
insular existence seeking those 
few happy moments. 

This film was supposed to 
have been Bergman's last film 
and so his final statement. Since 
the release of Fanny and Alex- 
ander, he has begun new pro- 
jects. Hopefully we haven't seen 
the last of Ingmar Bergman. 



call Billy Durst a K-Tel rocK star ?

Call Billy is the first solo 
album by Ontario singer- 
songwriter Billy Durst. Billy is 
"best known", if at all, as the 
guitarist in a late 60's/ early 70's 
heavy metal band called 
Thundermugs. 

The tracks on Call Billy 
sound like every Canadian artist 
you never heard of that was on 
all those old K-Tel albums. He, 
like the rest, is the epitome of 
blandness. Worse yet, Call Billy 
has neither the charm of the 
DeFranco Family, nor the 
potential of Andy Kim; both 
ever present acts on those 



wonderful old K-Tel charmers. 

To his credit, Billy Durst is a 
fairly competent guitarist, with 
a good, rock-steady voice. For 
the most part his album has a 
professional, well-produced 
sound. But Durst's songwriting 
ability is mired in the past. It re- 
tains too much of that smooth, 
relatively bland, sound that we 
all tired of hearing in the early 
70's. Each guitar lick, each twist 
of melody is entirely too predic- 
table. 

If the music on Call Billy had 
even one quality that deviated 
from formula, a quality that 
gave it an edge, or an unusual 



twist, then it might just have 
become good listening. The 
elements of the album are at 
least potentially good. 

Of all the tracks on the 
album, the title track has the 
closest thing to what could be 
called a hook. 

This album is more 
'mainstream' than mainstream. 
Everything in it is so familiar 
that the average record listener 
could probably find equivalents 
to every song on the album in 
their collections already. "Gee, 
Billy, maybe you should go 
back to driving Diamond cabs 
in Toronto." Oh well. 
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Gov t bypasses Ontario 
teachers unions 



TORONTO (CUP) — Ontario's 
îducation minister is trying to 
bypass teacher unionisation, 
says the Ontario Teachers 
Federation. ' 

Under a plan recently an- 
nounced by Education Minister 
Bette Stephenson, a teacher 
could belong to a new profes- 
sional association without 
belonging to the union. 

But the federation is "ir- 
revocably opposed to statutory 
membership being removed 
from the OTF," said Federa- 
tion President Margaret Wilson 



last week. Currently, all 
teachers are required by law to 
belong to the federation. 

Stephenson put her plan to a 
committee of the Ontario 
legislature two weeks ago. The 
proposal calls for the formation 
of a professional college of 
teachers similar to the college of 
physicians and surgeons. 

"The college would establish 
and maintain professional and 
ethical standards and be repon- 
slble for discipline within the 
profession," said Stephenson. 
"This college would be a 



separate entity from the existing 
teacher's federation and other 
professional organisations,." 

Wilson said the federation 
already advises Ontario's 
faculties of education on cur- 
riculum and other matters. 

She said the minister must 
agree to drop the option for 



teachers to belong to the college 
without belonging to the federa- 
tion before there can be further 
talks on the matter. 

Stephenson said she objects 
to the OTF demand. "I'm not 
sure any discussions or negotia- 
tions should ever be carried out 
on the basis of somebody 



holding a shot gun to somebody 
else's head," she said. 

But Stephenson may bend on 
the matter, said Wilson. 
"Whether or not we get along 
as individuals, the minister has 
to meet with us as the represen- 
tatives of the teachers," she 
said. 



Harassment at ubc 



VANCOUVER (CUP) — 
Recurring sexual harassment in 
the University of B.C.'s 
libraries won't be dealt with by 
a new sexual harassment com- 
mittee, says the 
administration's provost. 

"We're not in the business of 
looking into assault — that's a 
legal matter. And we have to be 
able to separate harassment in 
the workplace from assault," 
said Neil Risebrough. "Safety 
on campus — that's not the 
mandate of this committee." 

So far this year, at least five 
incidences of two different men 
exposing themselves have been 
reported in two libraries. 

Acting library head Bill Wat- 
son blamed poor lighting in 
UBC's aged main library for the 
attacks, all of which occured 
during the day. 

"Some parts of the main 



stacks are dark at all times, and 
there are other places where 
very little sunlight gets 
through," said Watson. 

He said neither of two in- 
cidences which occured on 
September 28 and October 4 
had been reported to the RCMP 
or the women students' office. 

"There's no use in reporting 
them if we can't get his descrip- 
tion pinned down," he added. 

Risebrough said the ad- 
ministration sexual harassment' 
committee will begin by defin- 
ing sexual harassment. It will 
later be replaced by a committee 
specifically ■ to deal with 
grievances. 

The committee which is not 
yet formed, will have faculty, 
student and staff representation 
and Risebrough says he wants at 
least SO per cent of women to sit 
on the committee.
